Extra&s from the Sov evemene tothe Gatetrs vt France» 

of Tueflay, Aprils.° 

THIS fapplement contains a verbofe and prolix narrative of 
the engagements between the Englifh and French fquadrons in 
the Eait- Indies, from the 3d of July 1782, to the 8th of the 
fume munth, when Commodore Suffrein put into Goudelour to 
repair. The account thus far, concludes in the following 
words: * It is hard to determine, which of thé two fquadrons 
fuffered sholt in the engagement ; but certain it is, that Admi- 
ral Hughes declined it, though it evidently was in his power 
to maintain the conflict.” 

Then follows an account of the French failing from the 1ft 
of Augutt to the 25, when ump came to an anchor in Back- 
; bay; the batteries from thore fired feyefal rounds ; at ten at 
| night the Commodore fent to reconneitre'a ty fpot for land- 
| ing, which was effected on the 26th, at three A.M. The land 
| forces, under the command of Baron -d’Agolilt, marched up to 
| Trincomale, whiltt Monfieur de Suffrein went to reconnoitre 
' within mafket-fhot, giving orders to the Sieur Defrois, chief 
| engineer, to direét the attack. The two fubfequent days were 
employed in raifing batreries, On the 29th, early in the moro- 
ing, thofe on the left begaa their fire, which foon filenced that 
of the enemy. We had about twenty men killed and wounded. 
On the 30th, at break of: day, the firing was renewed, and 
| brifkly kept up. At nine, A. M, De Suffrein, in his own 
| name, and that of Barun d’Agoult, fammoned the Governor to 
| furrender. A few difficulties were ftarted concerning the 
| terms, but they were foon removed: the capitulation took place 
) im. the coarfe of that dango abs, acs given up to the King’s 

troops. In the morning of the 31{t, our troops marched up to 
| Fort Oltemburgh, which farrendered on the fame terms as 
| Trincomale. Atter having left a fufficient garrifon in thofe two 
| places, the reft of the troops reimbarked on the 3 1{t of Septem- 
| ber, and the next day the Englifh fquadron was defcried, when 

Commodore de Suffrein threw out the fignal for failing, and 

preparing for the engagement. On the 4d, at. break of day, 
| the enemy were two leagues off to the leeward of ‘'rincomale ; 
| the King’s fquadron advanced ina line; the weather rather 
| hazy; the enemy, with twelve fhips of the line, endeavoured to 

' decline an engagement, and it was two o’clock P. M. before 

| Monfieur de Suffrein could come up with them with few of his 

| fhips, when a partial engagement enfuedl, which Jafted fix hours 
and a half. Admiral Hughes:took thgadvanrage of the night’s 

: darknefs to theer of, and: the Freneit WOdore returned to- 

' wards ‘Trincomale ; his Majefty’s thig POrient. was loft in the 

night in endeavouring to enter the bay 3 thé crew and part ©. the 
effects faved. It was expected that the damages fultained could 
| not be repaired till the 28th of September, when Commodore 
| Suffrein propofed failing in his way back to the coaft of Coro- 
| mandel, in fearch of the Fog fquadron, to engage it the fixth 

, time fince the Commodore failed from France. 

Letters from the coaft of Coromandel, dated the 15th of 
September, bring advice, that the Englifh army, compoied of 
1200 Europeans, and 18 battalions of feapoys,.of 750 men 
each, with 1500 horfe and a train of artillery, confifting of two 
| large cannon and 50 field pieces, after having remained en- 
| camped for fome days on the hill of Perimbe, had with great 
} precipitation retired towards Madrafs, an hearing of the {qua- 
| dron being returned off that place after the laft engagement.— 
By the fame letters, it appears, that Hyder Ally had quitted 
the camp three leagues off Goudelour, in order to draw near 
to Arcot; and that after having remained encamped for fome 
days at Harny, to the fouthward of the.aboye place, he was 
marching up by eafy journies towards Tirvenon, to draw the 
Englith ftill further north, whilftTipunfeal his fon, at: the head 
of a detached corps to the fouthward, was in the neighbour- 
hood of Goudelour, where. the French troops had remained 
under the command of Comte D+Offelize. It is farther added, 
that Hyder Ally was waiting with impatience for the arrival of 
the Marquis de Buffy, and the reinforcements this Genera: was 
to bring with him ; that all negociations for peace between the 
Mahrattas and the Englifh were at a ftand ; and that the re- 
gency of Poonah, had fent three Waguitz to the coalt of Co 
romandel, in order to concert meafures with Hyder, and wait 
the arrival of the Marquis de Buffy.
